THE TURKISH SUFFERERS’ FUND. 


It is a truly sad necessity under the imperative sense of which a fresh 

for aid has been issued by the Committee of the Turkish Sufferers’ Fund, 

And how could the Committee have forbornae making this fresh appeal to the 
community after hearing of the unutterable destitution of scores of thou- 
sande of sufferers, and among them thousands of coreligionists, victims of this 
terrible war, of their increasing numbers, and the severity of the winter in the 
districts afflicted by this sanguinary struggle? And would it not have been an 
insult to the charitable feelings “of the merciful ones, sons of merciful ones,” 
to suppose that their sympathy for their own kin, that their compassion 
for the innocent sufferers of the general population was quite exhausted 
by the response made to the first call, that they would not find it in 
their hearts to make any additional sacrifice when they learn that the 
- distress is not only not yet over, but is being daily extended and inten- 
sified by frost ani snow storms, creating new wants which cannot be 
disregarded without imperilling hundreds of precious lives, by constantly 
enhanced prices of fuel and of all other necessaries of life, as well as by the 
widening area of fearful devastation? After all, pecuniary aid to these unfer- 
tunates is the only thanksgiving which we can offer tu God Almighty for His 
goodness by which we have been spared the sight of those heartrending 
scenes of which we read—of starving naked fugitives, shivering, shelterless in 
the bitter cold, of perishing children crying for bread, of fever-stricken men and 
women wandering about spectre-like, for whom there is no more room in the 
existing hospitals, and no more drugs in the dispensaries. And all this while 
we are snugly ensconced in our parlours, dreamily looking in silent enjoyment 
at the genial glow in the bright fire-side, surrounded by our happy families, 
And this misery of the victims of the war, alas, will continne while the war 
lasts ; aye, will continue, though in a much less distressing form, long after 
the boom of the cannon shall have been silenced. To whom else are these 
victims to address themselves for aid at to those whom Providence has spared 
all these horrors. Uelp, immediate help, is required ; and a generous response 


to the cry of anguish resounding from distant Bulgaria, we feel sure, will be 
male by the community, si 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The Rev. Philip Magnus has thrown out a suggestion in his letter published 
in these columns a fortnight ago, under the above-named heading, which 
deserves the consideration of all those interested in Jewish education. Whether 
we agree with the reverend gentleman in the estimate which he has formed of the 
usefulness of Public Schools, euch as at Harrow and elsewhere, or place them on 
the much lower level assigned to them by anotl.er educationalist, who likewise 
stated his opinion on this important subject in these pages, the fact remains that 
some of the most enlightened members of the community, occupying conspicuous 
social positions, are so profoundly impressed with the advantages of the training 
in these establishments, that at the very risk of estranging their sons from the 
ancestral religion, they send them to these institutions. And there are, undoubted! y; 
many more who share the sentiments of these parents on the educational advan- 
tages of Public Schools, although these sentiments, we are pleased to find, are not 
sufficiently strong to outweigi in them other considerations springing from reli- 
gious scruples. We have, therefore, to deal with facts. It consequently becomes 
sound pulicy to devise a scheme which may enable Jewish parents to permit 
their sons to enjoy the benefits which in their opinion education in Public Schools 
affords, without endangering the religious convictions, the inheritance of the com- 
munity into which they were born. Such ascheme Mr. Magnus propounds. It is 
quite evident that mere exemption from attendance at church and at school on 
Sabbaths and Holidays will not free the Jewish pupils from spiritual peril. It isa 

= of negative protection which cannot satisfy a conscientious parent. Some- 
thi 
They must see Jewish life, and move in a Jewish spiritual atmosphere during 
the period when the heart is most susceptible of religious impressions, and when 
in the boy is laid the foundation of the character of the nan. It cannot be 
expected that any Jewish gentleman qualified to offer such a home should 
establish it at his expense. The risk is too great. The number of pupils would 
hardly ever be sufficient to enable him to come up to the expectations of the 
parents—ali belonging to the affluent classes—and the boys all accustomed to 
luxuries, and yet leave him sufficient to remunerate him for his outlay, labours 
and responsibility. Secondary education cannot, and should not, be a matter of 
private speculation. Even in those countries in which primary education is left 
_ to parents and the enterprise of private individuals who open day-schools ot 
_ boarding-schools, secondary education is taken charge of by the State, munici- 
palities, corporations, or some organization formed for the purpose. No univer- 
sity college or higher school cowld be maintained for any length of time without 
endowment, or at least extraneous support, As a pecuniary speculation, such 
an establishment would never pay. The proposal of Mr. Magnus, therefore, to 
form an association for the purpose of establishing and administering such a 
house well deserves the attention of the friends of communal educational progress, 


ETERNAL PUNISHMENT. 

Cannon Fariar, the unconscious Judaiser, has been taken to task. 
He haa been called to an account by an informal synod, presided over by the 
Primate, for the blasphemous sermon lately preached by him at Westminster 
Abbey, as reported in our columns at the time, in‘ which he denied eternal 
punishment, The Ohureh cannot do without brimstone, Its smell is evidently 


_& sweet savour in her nostrils. And is Cannon Farrar to rob her of this treat ? 


Phe boys must-have a Jewish home: possible to hush the voices acquiescence and to satisfy them with small 


This cannot be tolerated. There must be wailing and gnashing of teeth. The 
God of Merey requires this music in His ears. It evidently delights Him. And 
should a servant of the Church be audacious enough to silence this concert ? No 
wonder the Archbishop and the other dignitaries serionsly shook their heads at 
such rashness ; for how are wicked Jews to be frightened out of their wits by 
missionaries whom the Archbishop so benevolently patronises when they come 
and tell the unbelievers that unless they repent and believe the Athanasian 
Creed from beginning to end, they must go down for ever and ever to the 
infernal regions, and herd together with the worst of criminals under the 
dominion of his Satanic majesty? If punishment is not eternal the Church has 
lost its trump card. The unbelieving Jew might answer the bland migsionary 
that after all it was worth while risking just being burnt a little for his 
convictions, sirce the punishment was not to last for ever, and there was a 
chance that the wrath of heaven might be appeased. The informal synod had 
yet another reason fof calling the Canon to an account, If punishment was not 
eternal what was the mission of Jesus? He came into this sublunary werid, 
the Church teaches, to remove the consequences of original sin and to counteract 
the work of Satan. Satan had so completely succeeded in his wicked design to 
frustrate the divine scheme, as to rob the first human pair of the bliss for which 
they were intended. Instead of eternal bliss, eternal perdition was to be their 
doom as well as that of their descendants for ever and ever in punishment for 
having transgressed the divine command given them. To save man from this 
awful doom and to appease the burning wrath of the Father, the Son offered 
himself as an atoning sacrifice. Now, what occasion was there, upon the 
Canon’s theory, for such an atoning sacrifice since neither Adam nor 
his children would have been condemned to eternal perdition for the 
sin committed? If only allowed to expiate for their transgression by a 
temporary sojourn in the realm of Satan, they would, as a matter of course, in 
due time have been released from the company of the demons. Was it worth 
while for so temporary a punishment as a few years’ imprisonment in the lower 
regions—which as a disciplinary chastisement might perhaps even have done 
them some good—to set in motion that stupendous machinery constituted by 
the train of nnheard-of miracles which began with the mysterious conception of 
the Son, and finished with his still more wonderful ascension to heaven? Aye, 
aye, Canon. Farrar! have you realised the position in which your indiscreet 
sermons place your Church and the company in which you have placed 
yourself? Your Church you have placed nowhere, and yourself in the company 
of carnal-minded, unbelieving Jews. What a humiliation for an erudite Canon to 


take his piace by the side of ignorant rabbis, of those very rabbis who, as the — 


Canon so Jearnedly proved in one of his papers in the Expositor, have 
devised the most contemptible names for Christians in the Talmud. “These 
rabbis, after all, could not have been quite so wicke., for they agree with the 
Canon ir denying eternal punishment, only they go the full length to which 
this denial leads them, while the Canon arbitrarily stops half-way—lays down 
the principle and refuses to admit the consequences. 


REFORM AT BIRMINGHAM, 

So Birmingham is the first community in the kingdom in which the desire 

for practical reform in the ritual has manifested itself. We are not weil. 
acquainted with the characteristics of this desired reform, nor do we know what 
reception has been given to their proposals by the Reverend the Chief Rabbi. 
Most likely no concessions have been made, This would be in unison with the 
non possumus to which the Reverend the Chief Rabbi, if not theoretically, 
certainly practically, has accustomed us. Very likely that for the present the 


voice asking for concessions will be hushed, not exactly into silence, but into . 


acquiescence. But of this we feel sure, that when the desire for ritual modifica- 
tion has once found expression in appropriate phraseology, the echo will continue 
and continue. Every now and then it will reverberate in our ears, until at 
last it will break forth on all sides in a full chorus. It will then no longer be 


concessions. Fach time a larger demand will be made. This is the lesson which 
all reforms have taught. The longer they are retarded the greater the vehe- 
mence with which they ultimately sweep away all dbetructions. Th: reform of 
Luther commenced with the condemnation of a crying abuse. Had the power 
of granting indulgences not been maintained by the Papal court, despite the 
universal outcry against them, the chances are the reform movement would 
have stopped there. To compare little things to great ones, When the reform 
movement manifested itself in our own metropolis in the Sephardic community | 
where it originated, it modestly limited itself to a demand for a special synagogue 
at the West End. The just demand was resisted, and we know what the move- 
meat ended in, There should be no difficulty whatever on the part of the Chief 
Rabbi to satisfy just demands. Let it be borne in mind that what is essen- 
tial to Judaism is unity, not uriformity. Unity rests on principle. In this there 


must be no difference between congregation and congregation. Uniformity isa _ 


matter of detail, and concerns the application of a general principle. ‘his 
admits of variety. Unity, if we except the sects of the Saducees of old and of 
the Caraites in comparatively modern times, has always prevailed in Israel. 
Uniformity never. To this day there exist two different rituals in our metro- 
polis, and even some difference in the religious codes followed. Yet the Sephar- 
dic rite is as orthodox as the Ashkenasi. Jewish science has succeeded in 
ascertaining which portions of the liturgy are heirlooms from periods when 
there still existed legally constituted authorities who had power to presciibe 
forms of prayer for all the dispersions of Israel, and which portions crept into 
the prayer-book without authority, and sometimes are even antagonistic to 
the spirit of Judaism. It should not be-diffieult for the Chief Rabbi to point ort 
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which constituents of the prayer-book are binding, and could not be disregarded 
by any congregation without separating itself from the body, and which of them 
have no claim to universal acknowledgment, and whose retention or exclusion from 
the service might be left to the option of each congregation. There might even 
be in communities two synagogues, each with its own ritual, and each wor- 
shipper might attach himself to the worship, the liturgy of which satisfies best 
his spiritual cravings. There need be no division and no split on account of 
such differences. Al. such synagogues might be under one and the same 
aiministration and one and the same spiritual guidance. It would be as though 
thre Sephardic awdl Ashkenasi communities agreed to place themeelves under one 
and the same direction, each still maintaining its individuality. 


CIRCUIT PREACHING. 

A desideratum which we have advocated repeatedly for our country has 
just been supplied for our brethren-in-faith in the United States. American 
Jewish papers inform us, as stated in these columns a fortnight ago, that the Com- 
mittee ef the Union of American Ieraclites has divided the Republic into circuits 
and given notice to each congregation that arrangements have been made for 
cirouit preaching, and invited the synagogues to avail themselves of the organi- 
sation. Now, every reason which makes such an arrangement useful in the 
States, renders it also desirable for our provincial congregations, most of which 
are too poor tu salary a regular preacher, and which, nevertheless, stand just as 
much in need of pulpit instruction and edification as the sister communities in 
the large towns. Yet there are many more facilities for circuit preaching in 
England than there are in the United States. In England we have a number of 
collegians, partly in training and partly occupying already public positions. In 
the United States such is not the case. In the States the distances between 
congregation and congregation are often so great that the travelling expences 
of the itinerant preachers must be very considerable, and the fatigue very great, 
{n our country the provincial congregations are rather compacted in certain districts 
than scattered about, and consequently comparatively near each other. Our 
cglegians, we feel sure, would be most willing to perform these services, and very 
likely would consider them as purely honorary offices. The. expense would be 
comparatively small, and would probably be cheerfully defrayed by the applying 
congregation or from a fund raised for the purpose through donations or volun- 


_ tary subscriptions. This is not the first time that the suggestion has been made 


in these columns. Long before the Union supplied this desideratum in the 
States, it was advocated in these columns for our provincial congregations and 
the usefulness of such an arrangement pointed out. There is not a single 
obstacle in the way, nor could there be any disadvantage growing out from it, 
All this has been shown on fommer occasions. How is it that the suggestion has 
not yet been taken up? Is all the time and all the energy of the ecclesiastical 
authorities, within whose province such an arrangement would naturally fall, so- 
absorbed by mere ritualistic questions, as to leave no leisure for a subject to 
which we at Jeast attach as much importance as to the other grave matters 
which from time to tame are so seriously discussed by the Ecclesiastical Board?

MELBOURNE JEWISH CONGREGATION. 


We are in receipt of a copy of an interesting “ Historical Sketch” 
of the Melbourne Denavenations by Mr. Maurice Brodsky. The foun- 
dation of -a Jewish community in Melbourne is traced to its inception, 
and the progress of the two synagogues in Melbourne is sketched with suffi- 
cient copiousness. According to Mr. Brodsky, the first president of the old 
congregation was Mr. A. H. Hart, ony according to the inscription on a 
memorial stone affixed in the synagogue, this honour is attributed to Mr. Solo- 
mon Benjamin. Divine service, according to Jewish rites, was held for the first 
time in Melbourne on the New Year 5600 (1839) at the house of Mr. M. Lazarus, 
Collins Street W est, but there were not safficient wpa Te present to form Minyan, 
On the next New Year Festival (1840) service was held at the residence of Mr. 
Solomon Benjamin and the prayers were read by laymen—Messrs. Edward Hart, 
Michael Cashmore, 8. H. Harris and Isaac Lincoln. This was the first Jewish 
service held in Melbourne with Minyan. In 1841 the New Year and Yom Kippur 
services were held at the (then unoccupied) Port Elizabeth Hotel, Flinders 
Street. The number of attendants was twenty-five. The services were con- 
ducted under the direction of Messrs. A. H. Hart, Isasc Lincoln, Edward Hart 
and Louis Nathan (the latter gentleman being on a visit from Hobart Town, 
Tasmania). In 1844 a site of land was obtained from the government for the 
erection of a synagogue. From 1841 until this synagogue was opened, divine 
worship was regularly held at the residence of Mr.Solomon Benjamin. An allotment 
in the old (general) cemetery was also obtained, and the first Jew buriedjtherein 
was Mr. Lewis Hart. In 1853 the present synagogue (in Bourke Street West) 
was built. The foundation stone was laid by Mr. David Benjamin, who headed 
the list of subscriptions with a donation of £1,000. The present ministers of 
the synagogue are the Revs. Dittner Jacobson (formerly of Vienna) and R. 
Benjamin (an ex-Master of the Jews’ Free School). In the year 1857, 
the Rev. Moses Rintel, who was one of the pioneers of Judaism in the 
colony and the first duly accredited Jewish minister, resigned his position as 
minister of the West Melbourne Synagogue, which led to the establishment of 
another place of worship under the title of the “ Mikve Yisrael Melbourne Con- 
gregation.” A grant of land for the synagogue was obtained in Stephens Street, 
and the foundation stone was laid on the 28th December, 1859, by Mr. Nelson. 
The first wardens of this congregation were Mr. Solomon Solomon, President, and 
Mr. M. Nelson, Treasurer. Several efforts were made to unite the two congrega. 
tions, but these failed. On Tuesday, the 20th March, 1877, the foundation stone 
of a new synagogue was laid by Mr. Henri J. Hart, J.P., the President. This 
synagogue is situate in Albert Street, opposite thesParliamentary reserve, and 
was consecrated by the Rev. M. Rintel, on 5th September last.

“Tag ALLIANCE” CLUB.—On Monday evening last, the Rev. Dr. Artom 
delivered a lecture at the locale of the “ Alliance” Club, Finsbury Square, on 
“ Man—the King of Creation.” Mr. BaLLin presided. There was a crowded 
audience. In eloquent language and glowing poetic illustrations, Dr. Artom 
sketched the perfectibility of man. The pebiest be said, was no novel one, for it is 
illustrated in the first chapter of Genesis ; it is a subject which could not be too 
much dilated upon and it well repaid the attention bestowed upon it. How far 
was man placed above all other living creatures! How little—if at all—had other 
living creatures differed in their habits and faculties through all past time, and 
yet how marvellously had man progressed in the span of but acentury! The 

ird built its nest now as it ever had done; the bee constructed its hive as it 
had ever done ; all creation—but man—followed only the original instinct given 
by the Creator. But how varied, how wondrously great and grand had been the 
progress, the improvement of mankind from man’s primitive condition. In bis 
natural state man excited the pity of all creation. But by the exercise of his 
powei ful intellect, which raised him from a brother of the beasts to a son of 
God, man had conquered all the natural drawbacks to his condition. By the 
exercise of his reason he had made of all the forces of nature his obedient slaves, 
of all other living creatures willing servants to his needs, and thereby had 
become truly king of the earth. Dr. Artom then traced the np sane of civiliza- 
tion, and showed how by the exercise of man’s reasoning faculties he had 
acquired a mastery over nature, and forced from her the hidden secrets which 
to the lower animals were quite unknown. The reverend gentleman then gave 
a highly interesting sketch of the invention of letters, and of the principal arts 
and sciences. He drew a comparison between the ancient rudeness with modern 
culture and learning. ‘“ Onward, onward,” was the motto inscribed on the banner 
of mankind. The time was when mankind was divided into the oppressed and the 
oppressors ; when conquest was a glory, and sacrifice of human beings a religion. 
But the religion of Love and Peace had replaced the horrors of Paganism. War 
was not-now regarded with the same feelings as it was viewed in ancient times. 
It was now looked upon as a sad calamity, to be resorted to only as a dire and 
dark necessity. Well, full well could he understand at the present moment the 
anxiety of England, of peace-loving Englishmen, when a barbarous, ambitious 
Power in the North might have to be stayed in her career of conquest. 
(Loud applause). After a few more observations upon the great principle of 
the perfectability of human nature, Dr. Artom brought his eloquent address to a 
conclusion by reminding his audience of the necessity of moral culture as well 
as physical and intellectual improvement. Votes of thanks to the reveread 
lecturer and the chairman brought the proceedings to a conclusion.

ARE THEY JEWS? 
TO THE EDITOR OF “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—Under the above heading, one of your correspondents who signs 
himself an “ Outsider” asks, in your paper of last week, some of the most 
insulting questions that ever appeared in print. He wants to know what there 
is about us Portuguese Jews which can give rise to our occasionally abandoning 
children of our community to undergo conversion to Christianity in workhouse 
schools? He asks what we Portuguese are. He asks whether you reall 
regard us as Jews, and he wishes to know whether we are only a sort of half- 
caste Jews. 

Now, Sir, I, proud of my high birth and lineage (for I am descended on 
my mother’s side directly from the renowned Rodriguez del Fuegos of Toledo), 
decline to so far identify myself with anything so intensely vulgar as a 
workhouse child as to answer the first enquiry of your correspondent. I would 
hand over as a free present to the Tedeschi all such children ; for such childrea 
can never concern the high-born Sephardic community. : 

But when your correspondent asks “ what are these Portuguese Jews ?” 
then I answer, that we Portuguese are the salt of the earth. To be a Jew is 


nothing. To be a Portuguese Jew is to be one of Nature’s noblemen. Sir, . 


consider our lineage. We havea glorious past. When the ancestors of the 
Tedeschi were vegetating in the wilds of Poland or herding like cattle in the 
swamps of Holland, we were the lords of Castile—the maguates of Spain. And 
what are we now? Do we not pronounce our Hebrew more perfectly than any 
other branch of the Jewish race? Are we not the custodians of the true 
Hebrew language? I have heard scoffers declare that we are all wrong ; that 
the Tedeschi pronounce wrongly and that we pronounce wrongly. Go into our 
synagogues and judge for yourself. The Zedeschi say tsiri; we say tséré. Is 
is not clear we are right ? The Tedeschi say chowlom; we 7 cholom. Is it 
not clear we are right? They say kometz ; we say kdmetz. -Of course we are 
right. This then is the grand difference between the Sephardim and Tedeschi, 
and hence it is that we are a separate community. It is for this that we have 
separate synagogues, a separate Chief Rabbi, a separate Midrash. It is for this 
that we have separate schools, separate asylums, a separate burial ‘ground, and a 
separate hospital, conveniently near to the burial ground. It is for this that we 
have separate charities, separate endowments, and a separate relief of our poor. 
If we did not, perhaps my grandchildren might say chowlom instead of cholom, 
and I should never rest in my grave. : 

And when your correspondent asks whether we are half-caste Jews, let me 
assure him that we are the Jews of the highest caste, as may be best evidenced 
by the fact that we have always refused to assimilate ourselves with the lower 
caste—the Tedeschi. Occasionally we condescend to marry into their families ; 
for high birth can afford to be magnanimous. Even we condescend to meet 
them at a joint Board of Deputies and a joint Board of Shechita; for they pay 
a liberal portion of the expenses for the privilege of sitting with us. But I 
hope we shall never ferget that we had ancestors. Those ancestors have richly 
endowed us with their wealth for the support of our synagogue and our charities. 
Some of these charities may be obsolete ; but then there is so much the more 
cory | for the support of the synagogue, and so much the less for us to pay as 

im. 

No better reason than this last fact can be given against that hateful 
movement (happily nipped in the bud by command of an august personage), for 
joining our charity distribution with that of the Tedeschi. We would rather 
not have a Charity Commission to overhaul our funds, and ransack the well-filled 
coffers left by our high and noble ancestors.—Yours obediently

It is not the question of “legs of mutton ” alone, but as the Jewi 
butchers keep no portion of the hind quarters, either of beef or mutton, the 
Jewish housewife can have no choice of joints other than ribs of beef, bola, 
shoulder and neck of mutton, neck or breast of veal. 

Now, we are all sufficiently English in our tastes to like to see a good joint 


on our tables; and setting aside the ribs of beef, what other joints amongst those 


permitted to us is there fit for the table of a gentleman? As toa ep des 
mutton being cut up off the table, what does a cut out of the mid ile of a 
joint represent? A slice of “ succulent meat,” it is not. 

There are cases in which chops from the loin of mutton, or rump steaks, are 
ordered for convalescents ; what sensible reason can be given to a medical man 
that his patients should not eat of such portions of meat? Then, again, there 
emselves 
a leg of mutton, Why should the housewife not be able to avail herself of this 


joint for her servants? It would not render trifa the cooking and stewing 


utensils. Our dietary is limited by our Holy Law ; why should the yoke be 
rendered more oppressive by these vexatious and inconsistent restrictions. 
Inconsistent, because my Jewish butcher (with whom I have dealt for fourteen 
years) is not permitted to supply me with any, portion of hind quarters, whilst a 
Christian butcher at Brighton, licensed to purvey for Jews, and who ,has a 
“shome:’ ’ on his premises, may send me any joint | may please to order from the 
animal killed and pronounced “ kosher.”’ 

Can anything be more inconsistent and injudicious? Ido not believe 
Jewish family would take trifa meat that could be properly and conveniently 
supplied with kosher. Dietary laws in a great measure = communities toge- 
ther, and this miserable “straining after a gnat and swallowing a camel,” is

KosHer MEAT.—‘3¥ writes : In the correspondence on this subject there 
appears to have been some confusion between the duties of the Shechitah 
Board and those of the Ecclesiastical Authorities. The decision as to what is 
permissible as food, and what prohibited, rests with the Ecclesiastical Authori- 
ties, who are placed by the community in the position they hold, because the 
community has confidence in their ability and conscientiousness, and is prepared 
to abide by their interpretation of Jewish law. Our cosrespondent, after 
giving a detailed definition of the functions of the Shechitah Bogrd, which 
we omit as this definition is erroneous, continues: The Sheehita Board is the 
executive authority appointed to facilitate the supplying of exclusively kosher 
meat for the use of Israelites. It is one of the first duties of the Shechita Board 
to prevent the butcher from having unnecessary excuse or temptation for charg- 
ing an excessive price, or attempting to infringe the regulations, whether far the 
sake of extra profit, or to please his customer. On the other hand, it is its duty 
equally to protect the purchaser by not overlooking breach of faith on the part 
of the vendor. It appears from remarks of your correspondent that the Board has 
much to improve in both these directions. It has been too severe and yet too 
lenient—too severe in handicapping unmercifully the trade of the butcher, and 
too lenient by allowing those who have shown themselves to be untrustworthy 
to continue yet holding the Board's license under certain restrictions. It appears 
to me a pity that obloquy should be attempted to be cast on the inspectors, viz., 
calling them “ spies.” They are in this matter most necessary servants of the 
commanity. But they should be men who can be confidegtly trusted, and who 
are qualified to make the office respectable, and should \he paid accordingly. 
With facilities gratuitously afforded to the butcher, and lyttle or no temptation 
to infringement of the regulations, the Board would be ly justified in with- 
drawing permanently the licence of any tranegressor. The purchaser can con- 
tribute to conscientious dealing, by sacrificing his individual views as to inter- 
pretation of certain points of Jewish law in deference to the regularly constituted 
authorities, thereby showing to the butcher an example of respect for those 
authorities on the points admitted by such individual to be essential, and 
abstaining from tempting the butcher to supply meat forbidden. The buteher 
should reflect rather more than seems to have been hitherto the case, that in 
regard to a dealer in any article of food, the greatest condition of success is to 
inspire confidence in purchasers. The Shechita Board will, I trust, assist more 
than hitherto in establishing such a confidence. If the butcher and the Board 
will show by their acts that they cease to consider each other as natural enemies 
doubtless kosher butchers will thrive, and their customers be satisfied.

In language scarcely less emphatic and uncompromising than that employed 
by the Hebrew Prophets, Jesus is represented by the Evangelists to have asserted 
the inviolability of the Mosaic Law. Dr. Beniach has full warranty for nis state- 
ment that “there is no utterance of Jesus before the resurrection which justifies 
the conclosion that in his opinion the Law was to be only temporary ; while, on 
the other hand, there are utterances of his which show directly and indirectiy that 
he believed in the binding nature of the Divine institutions as then received, and 
that they would remain for ever.” It could not well have been otherwise. The 
close relations maintained by Jesus with Jolin, surnamed the Baptist, who was 
evidently of the sect of Essenes, go a long way to indicate that the founder of 
Christianity must also have belonged to that school. There is an intimate and 
unmistakeable resemblance between the teachings and practices of the Essenes 
and those which ere reproduced in the synuptic Gospels. The Eesenes lived a 
life of deep religious contemplativeness, like the Therapeutes described by Philo, 
and their habits were characterised by extreme asceticism. They were strong in 
the belief that a great moral revolution was at hand for humanity, which they 
called DOWN MDD (the kingdom of Heaven) and that the surest preparation for 
it was MDWN (repentance of sin). Amongst their outward practices 77°30, or 
Ablution, subsequently denominated “‘ baptism,” was held by them to be of a 
very high importance. The Hebrews generally, inflrenced by the uniform tenor 
of the Mosaic dispensation, had paid no less regard to personal cleanliness than 
to spiritual purity ; but the Essenes did not, like the rest of the Jews, assign to 
Ablution a mere sanitary mgnificance. They elevated it to a positive principle 
of sanctity, and they practised it at least twice a day. They were rigid com- 
munists who brought all their personal effects to the general stock, out of which 
all shared alike, and they took their meals, which were of the most frugal kind, 
in the common hal]. When they travelled they neither carried money in their 
purse, nor food in their scrip, but they relied entirely on the hospitality which 
they would receive from the brethren of their community. They devoted them- 
selves to a life of labour, and they renounced the acquisition of worldly wealth, 
in order that they might the more effectnally train themselves fer “ the King- 
dom of Heaven.” ‘They were bound by the obligations of the sect never to take 
an oath, aor to avenge an injury, but to lead a life of blamelessness, purity and 


self-denial. Many of them were devoted to the study of medicine, in which 


they had considerable success, especially in the treatment of nervous diseases, 
which the superstition of the age assigned to demoniacal and maleficent 
influences ; and by reason of their medical skill, combined with the sanctity of 
their lives, the cures wrought by them on hysterical patients, or “ possessed 
ones,” as they were called in the language of the times, were se* down by the 
vulgar to miraculous and not to natural causes. These facts, culi.d out of the 
economy of Essene life and practice, are all faithfully reproduced in the teach- 
ings and in the habits enjoined in the gospels of Matthew, Marx and Luke. 

Of all the Hebrews of the age of Jesus,the Essenes were the most zealously 
attached to the Mosaic Law, and the most scrupulous in the observance of its 
ritual precepts. If, as is most probable, the earliest followers of Jesus were of 
the Essene sect, their devotion to Mosaism must have been strengthened 
rather than impaired by the clear and unequivocal teaching of their 
master “‘ Till heaven and earth pass away, one jot (iota) or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the Law.” In perfect conformity with that emphatic declara. 
tion, Jeeus and his disciples lived, taught and acted. In common with the 
whole of Jewdom they acknowledged the binding force of the Pentateuch, and 
they worshipped with the rest of their Hebrew brethren at the Temple of Jeru 
salem and in the synagogues. That the followers of Jesus regarded him as the 
promised Messiah, which the general body of Jews denied, was not considered a 
sufficient ground to raise a bar of separation between the Nazarenes and the 
Synagogue, nor to produce anything like aschism. For a long time speculation 
had been rife about Messiah's advent, and although those who believed in the 
doctrine identified it with the inauguration of a lasting peace, the conversion of 
brute force into gentleness and love, and the ingathering of all the dispersions 
of Judah and Israel—a variety of opinion prevailed on many other matters agso- 
ciated with the Messianic idea. There were some that recognised in the highly 
wrought poetry of the Messianic predictions nothing wore than the conjunction 
of certain events which were to act with extraordinary moral force on the world 
at large, without the intervention of any personal Messiah at all. Others again 
there were, eminent for ® y and for profound knowledge of the Scriptures, 
that utterly rejected the helief in Messiah's Advent, like the revowned Hillel, 
who publicly taught 390") M'woypsx. Amidst such a diversity of opinion it is 
not surprising that enthusiasts should have arisen from time to time both before 
and after the age of Jesus, and announced themselves as the promised n’wp. 
Those, however, who had believed Jesus to be the “ Anointed One” predicted in 
Scripture, felt their faith waxing weak when, instead of manifesting himself in 
the character of a powerful and triumphant prince, amd as the liberator of his 
country from nytt domination, they beheld bim led as a culprit to execution. 
They could not forbear to enquire of him when those great events were to be 
accomplished which prophetic Scripture had pronounced to be synchronous with 
the Messianic era. The answer he is recorded to have returned to that momentous 
question was, that for the purpose of accomplishing them he would re-ap 
s00n, so soon, indeed, that those to whom he was then speaking should personally 
witness his return: “ Verily I say unto you that thie generation shall not pass, 
till all these things be done" (Mark xiii. 30). What exegesig soever the Church 
may find it convenient to apply to these words, it is very certain that they were 
received by those to whom they were addressed, as well as by the disciples of the 
next generation, in their plain and obvious sense. And because these disciples 
entertained a firm belief in the speedy re-appearance of Jesus, which event they 
associated with the end of all things and with the last judgment, they renounced 
the world and all its | or vamiged they dispossessed themselves of their personal 
effects and distributed them amongst the poor, whilst they gave themselves up 
to perance, mortification and prayer, like men under sentence of death and about 
to be summoned before the dread tribunal of the Most High. 

_After the tragedy at Calvary the disciples of Jesus lived, as they had done 
during bis life-time, in the full practice of the Mosaic Law. If, as the company 
of Lecturers at St George's Hall assert, the last requirement of the Law was 
fulfilled by the death of Jesus, and that from the date of that event Mosaism 
became defunct and gave place to the New Covenant, how came it to pass that 
not only the early Christians; but the apostles themselves who had sat at the feet 
of Jesus, were suffered to remain totally ignorant of so important a doctrine ? 
How did it happen that the infant Nazarine or Ebionite community, presided 
over by James, the brother of Jesus and the Apostles, was enjoined by them to 
practise all the ritual of the Pentateuch ; and, farther, how is it to be accounted

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for that these Apostles and payee A appointed teachers and promulgators of 
the Goepel should have stood so firmly on the old Judaic ground as to insist on 
imposing the Abrahamic rite om every pagan convert received into the Chatch ? 
These are bard probleme to deal with, the teachers of later Christianity, or 
Paulinism, have not shrunk frora the most violent means of solving them. 

are driven to make an admission nothing short of this, that the very apostles 
whom Jesus appointed his successors, and to whom he promised the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, that should bring to their remembrance the whole tange of his 
teaching, failed to congedhatl the true sense of his words. 


It may not be out of place to give a summary account of the course of 
events out of which the idea of the mutability of the Mosaic Law arose in 
the Church and grew until it was hardened into a positive doctrine, and 
Christianity, to its great detriment, drifted away completely from ite Jewish 
moorings. Paul, or Baal, was a very young man when he came to Jerusalem to 
attend the lectures of the learned Gameliel, one of the most amiable and tolerant 
of men, and to whom his pupil offered in respect to these gentle virtees a 
rewarkable contrast. To him the New School of Nazarenes were objects of 
bitter hatred and they were regarded by him as godless innovators. For some 
time he made himself conspicuous by the savage intolerance, more characterietic 
of a Spanish inquisitor than a disciple of Moses, with which he bunted out and 
persecuted the tollowers of the teacher of Nazareth. If the Book of Acts ia to 


be relied on for its statements, Paul stands forth as an infuriated and pitiless — 


bigot “making havoc of the Church, entering into every house, and haling 
(seizing) men and women and to prison.” Strange enough, 
this terrible scourge of the infant Church becomes converted, miraculously as be 
ssserts, and the sudden change of his opinions begets a change also in 

direction of his red-hot zeal. Hitherto he has stood up passionately for 

integrity of the Sinaitic dispensation, but now his vigorous zeal! fastens on ene 
engrossing purpose, to burst asunder the chain that has linked the Church to 
the Sym&agogne, and to set up an impassable barrier between them. Now, for 
the first time, it was taught by Pau! that “there is no justification for 

under the Mosaic Law.” Now, for the first time,a man priding himself im being 
a Pharisee was fonnd attempting to cast mire on the Covenant ef Sinai and 
speaking of it as made up of “ weak and beggarly elements.” Now, for the first 
time, there stood forth a man of Israclitish descent, professing to be “ filled 
with the holy spirit,” and yet teaching that “the Sinaitic Covenant doth generate 
bondage.” His mode of exposition is the wildest that can possibly be conceived, 
taking in the conceits of the Neoplatonists, the dreaminess of the Gnosties, and 
the mysticism of the Cabbalists. As a specimen, we may mention his exegesis 


-of the memorable passage of Moses, Deut. xxx., commencing with NeyT Myon *5. 


According to him, “The Law,” of which Moses speaks, is to be spiritualised into 
‘the Messiah, the Son of Mary.” “Who shall go up to heaven and fetch it for 
us,” means, accerding to the same expositor, “ that there would be no necessity 
to ascend on high for the Messiah, as he would come down on the earth"; and 
as to “who shall descend into the deep,”—and here the over-zealous convert 
misquoted the text which is “ who shail cross the sea "—he represents it to 
“ there will be no necessity to go down to the grave to bring up Jesus from the 
dead.” What might Scripture not be made to teach under such straining? It 
is more than educated criticiem within the Church itself can bear with. : 
Jowett cannot refrain from speaking of Paul as “ a confused thinker, uttering 
himself in broken words and hesitating forms of speech, with no beauty or 
comeliness of style, and so undecided in his Christian belief, that he was 
reaching, in the fourteenth year after his conversion, a Gospel which he himself, 
our years before, confessed to have been carnal.” 


Soon Paul’s teachings threw the infant Church at Jerusalem mto great pes- 
plexity and placed it in antagonism with itself and with its traditions, as the 
Apostles declared, of what its Master had taught. Serious differences arete 
between Paul and the Apostles touching the Mosaic Law and Ritual which, the 
latter contended, were to exert a paramount influence on the Christian life and 
practice, and the question became of immediate importance on account of the 
number of pagans that were being brought into the Church. No common agree- 
ment was come to at first, but later a compromise was proposed and accepted. 
All Hebrews entering the Church were bound to consider incumbent on them aad 
on their children the rite of circumcision, whilst Gentile converts were required 
to pay homage to the Mosaic Law in so far as abstaining from eating what had 
been strangled and also from eating blood. After awhile, when Paul wae teaeh- 
ing doctrines that savoured more of polytheism than of Judaism, the quarrel was 
renewed with increased acrimony, and many sharp and angry controversies wete 
carried on between him and the Apostles. At a later period still, Paul was 
roundly abused and denounced by one of the Evangelists under the nanse of 
“the woman Jezebel that calleth herself a prophet ;” and again he aad his alle- 
gorizing school are described (Revelations lii. 9) as “ of the Synagogue of Satan, 
which say they are Jews, and are not, but do lie.” Still Paul rose ia the aseas- 
dant, and the doctrine which he ultimately taught of a Divinity made incarnate 
in a human form, offered great attraction to the pagan converts, because it fell 
in with their old mythology; and they came into the Church in such numbers 
that they sunk into ae ma what remained in the Church of the primitive 
Ehionite element and, as it will appear, they gave to Christianity a totally 
different complexion from what it had during the life-time of Jesus and of 
the generation that sueceeded him, and changed it from a religion of pure 


morality, borrowed from the Hebrew Scriptures, into a religion of metaphysical 
dogmas and petrified creeds.

A LECTURE DELIVERED BY THE REV. DR, HERMANN ADLER, AT THE JEWISH WORKING 
MEN'S CLUB AND INSTITUTE, ON THE 23RD DECEMBER, 1877, 


[ CONCLUSION, } 


It is now high time that I should turn to the second part of my subject, and try 
and give you a few specimens of the wit to be found in the Talmud. There are 
some strange notions entertained about the sages of the Mishnah and ‘Talmud. 
There are many, no doubt, who picture them as men of severe and austere mien, 
continually poring over immense folios, shunning the intercourse of men, never 
allowing a smile to play on their lips, thinkimg all amusement sinful, and regarding 
laughter and play as ungodly. But you will not share this belief, I am sure, when 
you have once had the opportunity of reading the pages of Gemorah and Midrash. 
Without being Talmudists, you will remember the saying in the Perek, “ Receive 
everyone with a cheerful countenance and oa welcome.” This maxim was 
more especially applied to the reception of pupils ; the masters tried to render the study 
of the Bible pleasant »nd amusing by interspersing their interpretations with lively 
parables and quaint fables. Thus they were commenting on the chayjiter in Genesis 
which contains a record of the “kings that reigned -in the Land of Edom before 
there reigned any king over the children of Israel.” This gave them occasion to 

cture the grandeur of the court of an Easterm potentate as contrasted with the 
fumbl simplicity of Israel's surroundings. But, said the preacher, think not that 
outward, glory is the test by which to judge of Divine favour. Once upon a time, 
the stubble and the straw contended for supremacy over the wheat. The stubble 
said, “ It is for me that the field has been ploughed and the seed sown.” And the 
straw said, “It is for my{sake that the soil has been culiivated.” The wheat held 
its peace. When asked why it did not join in the contest it said, “ Wait till the 
master comes.” The master of the field did come ; the golden grain was carefully 
gathered and winnowed and ground and the flour baked into bread that satisfied the 


‘hungry; the stubble was allowed to rot on the ground; the straw was ignominiously 


burnt, Thus it is in this world, The purse-proud lift up their heads and say, it is 
for our sakes that the world has been created, do reverence unto us for we are great; 
but the day of reckoning comes when the Lord will judge His creatures according to 
their true worth and intrinsic merit, On another occasion, a rabbi was pointing out 
the excellence of Jethro’s plan, the appointment of wise men, men of understanding 
over the tribes. And he said, “Do not undervalue the importance of having 
experienced and trustworthy men at your head.” Listen to ‘he fable which I will call 
Heads versus Tails. The serpent’s tail had long followed in the direction of the head, 
and all had gone well. But at last the tail grew dissatisfied. “Thou takest the 
lead,” he commenced his impassioned harangue, “ and I must follow thee as if I 
were a base menial. Is this fair? Am I not a member of the body equally with 
thyself, and have I not equal rights with thee?” ‘“ What,” said the head, “thon 
dost want to lead? thou hast neither eyes to see. nor ears to hear any danger that 
may lurk in the way, nor brains to ward it off when it comes. .Is. il not for thy 
advantage that I lead?” * For my advantage! That is the language of all usurpers. 
[insist upon taking the lead.” The head, with foolish weakness, assented. The 
tail now went on before and soon managed to fall into a ditch, from which after 
many ineffectual struggles it could only extricate itself by the help of the head. 
This misadventure had not taught the tafl Wisdom. It proceeds again proudly 
on its course and soon gets entangled es the briars and thorns. The whole 
body now suffers intense pain, and at last the head hastens to the rescue ; but not 
before the tail had received sundry ugly scratches and wounds. Nothing daunted, 
the tail persists in taking the lead, and cleverly manages to creep into .a fiery furnace. 
The serpent is convulsed with agony. The head hastens to the assistance of the body, 
but the flames have already begun to seize it ; the serpent becomes the prey of the 
devouring element. Why was the head destroyed’ Because it allowed itself to be 
guided by the imbecile tail. A warning this to the great mass of the people that they 
shall not allow themselves to be led by demagogtes and stump-orators (like those some- 
times heard at the Reformer’s Tree), but by men of high-minded and enlightened views, 
who have the true welfare of the State at heart. On another occasion, the lecturer came 


- to the passage in the Book of Esther, which says : “And Haman thought scorn to lay 


hands on Mordecai alone, he sought to destroy all the Jews that were throughout the 
kingdom of Ahasuerus.” We may picture to ourselves the preacher's lips curling 
with ineffable contempt as he related the following fable : A swallow once built her 
nest on the shores of the sea. It so happened that the day was boisterous, and the waves 
lashed into fury by the tempest burst ow the land and destroyed the comfortable 
nest, The swallow was wroth, and said; “I will punish thee, Ocean, for thy misde- 
meanour. I[ will turn the sea into dry land and the land into a fountain of waters.” 
He took some drops of water into his beak, and poured them upon the sand, and 
busily he flew and picked up some grains of sand and threw them into the sea, and 
thought with conscious pride that his object had now been accomplished. His mate 
looked on in wonderment at his proceedings, and said, “ Thinkest thou thus to des- 
troy the work of the Almighty Creator.” With what telling force does the fable 
represent the impotent designs of Haman to frustrate the lofty purposes of the 
Almighty in the preservation of His people! Again,in the Midrash our ancient masters 
were commenting upon the first verse of Lamentations. Jeremiah bewails the fall of 


the city that was great among the nations ; a queen among the provinces. “ Not in_ 


material power,’ said they, * but in force of intellect,’ and they gave amusing illus- 
trations of the mother-wit shown by the youngest child. They said : Rabbi Joshua 
was once journeying when he noticed a beet cut across the fields. A child passing, 
said, “ Do not walk across the fields, you will be trespassing ;” ‘* But,” said R. Joshua, 
“Is there not a path?” “ Yes,” said the child, “ Made by trespassers, such as you 
would be.” ‘There is much truth in this little aphorism. How often do we excuse 
some fault of ours by saying “ others do the same.” But the plea is weak and false, 
and will not avail us on the Judgmentday. R. Joshua continued his journey when he 
arrived at a cross road. Here he asked a boy which was the nearest way to the city, 
“The one on the right is near and long; that on the left is far but short.” He 
selected the road which had been pointed out as near, but ere he had gone far he 
came to privaie gardens, and, not wishing to trespass, he retraced his steps. He said 
to the lad in anger, “ Why did you mislead me; “ Did I not tell you,” he answered, 
“that it was near but long, the other path is certainly farther, but it is the king's 
highway.” There is adeep meaning hidden beneath this slight story. We often 


arrive at.a eross-road in life ; the one would seem to promise us speedy gains and 


the attainments of wealth, but ere we have been lang on the road, we find that we 
cannot obtain our end unless we have recourse to fraud and stratagem, to mean and 
underhand tricks. Oh! let us retrace our steps, let us go on the king's highway ; it 
may be long and hilly, it will cost us many an effort to ascend it, but if we have 
exerted ourselves to the utmost we shall carry our point, we shall, with God's help, 
obtain an honest competence, K. Joshua pursued his way. As he entered the town, 
he noticed a little girl, who was carrying a covered basket. “Tell me, my good 
child,” said R, Joshua, “ what have you in that basket” The child answered, “If 
my mother had wished that everyone should know the contents of this basket, she 
would not have covered-ft up.” There is again deep truth hidden beneath 
these simple words. The human mind must not seek to overstep the limits 
which have been set it. We are all anxious to know what the future will 
bring us, There are some so foolish and superstitious as to imagine that 
they can learn coming events by consulting fortune tellers. But the veil 
which hides the future from us‘ has been woven by the Hand of Mercy. If 
the Lord had willed that the future should become known to us, He would not 
have concealed it. We read further: A native of Athens walking along the streets 
of Jerusalem found a broken earthenware mortar. Wishing to exhibit his wit, he 
entered the tailor’s shop, and said to the master,“ Pray be so good as to put @ patch 
upon this vessel,” “ With pleasure,” replied the Jew tailor, and took up handful 
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of sand, “if you will weave me a few threads out of this material.’ Now Wiaé is the 
meaning of this little apologue! We, Jews, at the present day, di as we are 
over the four quarters of the globe, resemble a broken mortar, without cohesion, 
without a centre of unity. What is needed so that the fractured vesge? miny be re- 
paired’ Israel has been compared to the sand of the sea shore, If the members of 
each household, of each congregation will but live in peace and concord, if there be a 
bond of union that knits together the various communities scattered all over the 
globe, then will the broken mortar be whole again. I am afraid I have been neglect- 
ing the ladies, whom I am happy to see here in such large numbers, and must give a 
few words from the Talmud, which may perhaps more especially interest them, Re- 
ferring to the creation of woman, the Talmud jasks, Why was Eve formed from the 
rib of Adam and not from a more dignified portion of his body? The answer is 
given : She was not created from the head else she would have been too proud ; not 
from the eye, else she would have been too fond of looking about her; not from the 
ear, or she would have been too inquisitive ; not from the mouth, or she would have 
been too fond of talking ; not from the heart, orshe would have been too emotional ; 
not from the hand, or she would have been too fond of meddling; not from the feet, 
or she would have been too fond of running in and out of her neighbour's house to 
gossip. No. She was formed out of a secret and hidden part of man’s frame, so as to 
make her modest and retiring, so as to teach her that she shall delight in stay-at- 
home occupations. Yet, the Midrash adds, with aslight touch of humour, she is not 
quite free from all the little failings that we have hinted at. One other little tale. 
A Roman matron once asked R. Jose “ Wherewith does the Almighty oceupy Himself 
since the time that the world has been created!” The sage answered, “ in making 
marriages. . You may remember that I told you last year that this saying is not to 
be taken literally, but that it refers to the wisdom of our Maker by which He elicits 
Diviue harmony from all the opposing elements—the good and the ill—in the 
Universe. But the Roman lady took the saying according to the letter, and said : 
“ Making marriages, why that does not need much genius. I can make up 
a hundred matches in a day.’ The wealthy matron went home, assembled her 
numerous male and female slaves, and assigned each one his or her mate, Ina few 
days her servants appeared in strange guise. One with a broken head, another with 
a black eye, a third his face disfigured with scratches, a fourth exhibiting a broken 
arm, The marriages had been so ill-assorted that the parties were continually 
quarrelling and fighting. Said the lady, in truth it was not so easy as I thought to 
make marriages that shall result in domestic peace, concord and happiness, But 
my time, dear friends, has now come to anend. Permit me to conclude with 
one more little story. R. Simeon said to his servant Tobias, “ Bring me home for 
dinner to-day the best meat that you can find at the butcher's.” He carried home a 
tongue. On another occasion he said, “ Bring me home a dish that is of least 
account.” Again did the servant bring himatongue, “ What is the meaning of 
this” said his master in surprise. The servant answered : “ The tongue is the best 
and the worst thing on earth. If it be good, if it speak truthful, gentle and kind 
words, there is nothing better ; if it be bad, if it utter false, profane and slanderous 
speech, there is nothing that can be worse.’ This aphorism comes to me both asa 
warning and as a consolation, If I have been of benefit to you in revealing some 
of the depth of wisdom and wit that lies enshrined in the books of the Talmud, my 
tongue has not heen a useless and worthless member, But were I to allow it to go 
on any longer, 1 would but weary and fatigue you, and you would fain bid me hold 
my peace, I, therefore, bid you a loving farewell, hoping at some future time to 
resume my subject, hoping to find then such attentive and appreciative listeners, as 


it has been my good fortune to see before me this evening. 


A COMPANION-PIECE TO “ DAvis v. NATHAN ”,—The Jsraelit publishes the 
following: “ Julie-Gabrielle Vandervelde, of a respectable“ Jewish family, married— 
against the wish of her widowed mother—at Paris, in 1866, Victor-Antoine Vander- 
velde, a Roman Catholic. After six years of married life, during which period he 
caused her much grief by his conduct, he disappeared, and she heard nothing of him 
until 1872, when he made his appearance in rags, She clothed him and supplied 
him with money. One fine morning he again disappeared. But this time he had 
taken with him everything he could lay hands on in the house, and also the three 
children, The distracted mother wandered about for eight days from street to street 
in search of her children, but in vain. At the end of this period’she had to be taken 
to a lunatic asylum, grief about her children having driven her mad. After fifteen 
months she was discharged as cured. She immediately began again her seatch*for 
her children, and at last ascertained that her husband was at New York living’ with 
a woman of doubtful character, and that the children were in a Protestant orphan 
asylum, he having declared that their mother was dead, She immediately set ont 
for New York, and there applied to the proper court for a divorce from her husband 
and the restoration of her children, She was successfulin her suit. But no. sentencs 
was passed as her solicitor did not apply for it, she owing him £50 for fees apart 
from the other £50 which she had paid him before, Sentence was adjourned for 
three months. She returned to Europe to obtain the amount from her family, said 
to be rich (these sort of adventurers always look out for rich Jewesses whom they 
might beguile). Should she not be back at the end of this period, the scoundrel now 
in custody will be discharged.” 

FREEMASONRY.—Mr, Jacob Norton, of Boston, United States, is a great authority 
in the Craft. Ina series: of articles in the Jewish Record of Philadelphia, he most 
ably discusses masonic.subjects. The latest article treats of the heresy of the Grand 
Orient of France, which the Lrish and English Lodges were so prone to resent.. Inci- 
dentally, Mr. Norton throws some light on the Jewish question with regard to Ger. 
map masonry. We copy the remarks made by him on the subject : “ In my series of 


articles on the Masonic Jewish question im Germany I have shown that about a 


hundred or more years ago, German Lodges were thoroughly christianized ; that 
after the French annexed the territory up to the Rhine, including Frankfort, the 
French Grand Orient granted Masonic charters without restrictien about religion. 
Jews then began to be initiated in those French chartered Lodges, and that as soon 
as the French evacuated that portion of Germany, the old bigoted spirit was revived 
by the German Grand Lodges in its fuil force. The Duke of Sussex, G.M. of England, 
in spite of the law of “ exclusive jurisdiction,” grantéd a charter to Jewish Masons 
in Frankfort, and that Frankfort Lodge was treated by the German Masons the 
same as our American coloured Lodges are treated here by our white Masons, The 
English G.L., however, made no other remonstrance against the conduct of the 
German Grand Lodges, until after the American and French Grand Masonic bodies 
hegan to remonstrate, and then, it only insisted to have its certificates respected, or 
in other words, that English Masons should not be questioned at the door of 


a German Lodge about their religion ; beyond that, German Masonry was allowed to — 


remain as exclusively Christian as it pleased. So much for the Grand Lodge 
of England. And as tothe Grand Lodge of Ireland, it never even raised a finger 
in behalf of any kind of Masonic cosmopolitanism; it cared not whether 
Jews were excluded from Masonry or not, The fact is, the Irish G. L. is allied with 
Knight Templarism and what not, and its sympathies are naturally opposed to 
Masonic cosmopolitanism, besides which, Ireland is the only ponosne Bhs believe, 
which never had a Masonic magazine or paper of any kind devoted to Masonry.

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THE SITUATION OF THE JEWS IN TURKEY, SERVIA 
AND ROUMANIA, 

— 
[SECOND AND CONCLUDING ARTICLE. ] 

Ix Servia the admission was candidly made that the oppression of the Jews was 
the consequence of the interested agitation of a certain influential class of the 
general population. Servia did not add hypocrisy, calumny and falsehood to 
the crime of persecution. But Roumania was guilty of all this, and even 
more, In Roumania the causes of this outburst of fury are evidently com- 
plex. If we analyse them they seem to be resolvable into religious hatred, 
racial antipathy, envy, and certain clandestine political motives. Roumania 
certainly protests against the charge of religious hatred. She proclaims 
loudly that she is free from every taint of fanaticism, and that her Constitu- 
tion is based upon the broadest foundation of religious liberty. But the 
Roumanians must not be surprised if we believe facts more than words. 
Language serves, perhaps, more frequently to conceal the speaker’s senti- 
ments than to reveal them. But, in facts there is no ambiguity. If it be 
true that religious hatred forms no element in Roumanian fury against the 
Jews as such, how is it that a Jew may at any moment free himself from all 
the fetters with which the Legislature has shackled him, by simply professing 
Christianjty ? Surely it is not assumed that the baptismal water washes 
away all that wickedness and all those vicious propensities with which the 


Jew is charged, and against which Roumania pretends to protect herself by 
the chains with which she binds him. | 


Racial antipathy, it is true, is not peculiar to Roumania, Even in eur | 
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own England we may meet with individuals who, proud of their Aryax 


descent, affect to look down with contempt on all other races which they | 
pronounce to be inferior to their own, and which they affirm to have ~ 


been endowed with every virtue, with every grace, with artistic taste, and 
the most powerful intellect which Heaven could Lestow. But these 
are the fancies and conceits of a shallow understanding, which it 
becomes the philosopher and moralist to combat, and the legislator to 
suppress. Indulgence in them means to turn man against man, and to 
establish warfare as the normal state of the human race. No doubt, many of 
the Roumanian Jews foster this antipathy by their peculiar garb, by their 
unwillingness to acquire and use the language of the country as their ver- 
nacular, and by practices of their own, which, ifthey are harmless, are nevertheless 
strange, and perhaps repugnant to the general population, to which every- 
thing that is alien is supicious and hateful. This, no doubt, would be suffi- 
cient reason for the Legislature to pass laws tending to promote assimilation 
in all external matters with the general population, but not to thrust the Jews 
still farther into their state of isolation, and mark them out to popular aversion 
by legal restrictions and exceptional laws. No people possesses so much 
aptitude for external assimilation with the surrounding mass as the Jewish, 
and no people is more anxious to assimilate itself, if only permitted, than the 
Jewish. Of this we have a most palpable proof in all countries in which the 
Jews have been emancipated. In less than three generations the German, 
French, English, and Italian Jews have in all matters, not strictly religious, 
allowed themselves to be so absorbed by their other countrymen, as to be 
hardly distinguishable from them. | 


It is more difficult to deal with envy. The Roumanian is naturally: 


indolent. He lacks all spirit of enterprise. The uneducated occupy a very 
low level of civilisation indeed. Their enjoyments are all grossly sensual. 
They think of nothing but the satisfaction of their animal wants. To eat and 
to drink, and to drink and to eat, and to sit down idly, unless compelled to 
work, constitutes the happiness of the mass. The religion of the country power- 
fully promotes these propensities. One quarter of the year is devoted to fasts and 
the other to holidays and feasts. In neither season are they inclined to work, 
The fast-day is generally ushered in and seen out with a drinking bout, and 
the whole of the holyday is naturally devoted to it. Drunkeness is thus the 
general vice of the peasantry. The educated, on the other hand, think of 
nothing but lolling about and hanker after some public office that will supply 
them the means without much trouble to parade forth their insignia of office and 


to pursue their sensual pleasures. Between the two classes, trade and 


industry fall through, and naturally glide into the hands of enterprising 
foreigners, and especially the Jews. The Jews possess precisely the qualities 
which the Roumanian lacks. They are enterprising, most frugal, laborious, 
averse to sensuality, and are studiously sober. No wonder that the Jew 


- has become the factotum of the noble, the banker of the government 


the shopkeeper in the towns, the counsellor of the peasant in the rura, 
district, the purveyor of his necessaries, and the purchaser of his 
products. No wonder that the Jews engrossed the trade of the country and 
became prosperous. It were, however, a mistake to suppose that the Jew is 
this and nothing else. He is much more to the country than a mere trader, 
distiller or publican. He is also the mechanic and artizan of the mass. He 


is the tailor, the shoemaker, the baker, the cabinet-maker, the tinman, the . 


tiler and the carpenter. In fact, there is not a handicraft but he exercises it, 
If the Jews were all at once to emigrate or to be expelled, they would leave 
behind gaps in the industrial and social ranks which would disorganise the 
whole country. The Jewish population, moreover, increases at a larger ratio 
than the general mass not because they contract improvident marriages or for 


any other reason which in other countries gives a numerical preponderance 


to paupers, but because they are more moral, pay greater attention to sanitary 
laws, and tend their young ones with greater care. _ 


All these are sources of envy and jealousy, and the general press ~ 


inveighs against the Egyptian pestilence and leprosy by which it so elegantly 
and affectionately designates the Jewish people which has invaded Roumania ; 
is converting it, as itis said, into another Canaan ; is sucking up the marrow of the 
land; and will soon be its master. It is especially the Jewish innkeepers in the 
rural districts who are charged with pandernig to the popular taste for spirits, 
thereby ruining the peasantry and poisoning it. Now, these misleaders of public 
opinion know well enough that when once the vice of drunkenness has laid hold 
of a people, when it has become hereditary through untold generations, when 
a taste for spirits has been imbibed from very babyhood, and when religious 
institutions hold out inducements to its gratification, and the existing low 
state of civilisation knows of no other exhiliration than that arising from the 
cup, quite other measures are required for counteracting it than ruining the 
Jew by fines if a bottle of brandy be found in his house, and expelling him 
from the district if he dare retail any. Drive out the Jew and he will be 
followed by the Greek, German, or even Roumanian unrestricted publican, 
who, if the Jew smote the country-people with rods, will chastise them 
with scorpions, just as in the middle ages the expelled Jewish money-lenders 
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were followed by the much more extortionate Lombards, The only cure for 
this evil is not to ruin or expel the: Jew, but to befriend him, to bind his 
interest closely up with that of the country, and to stimulate the general 
population to follow bis example, 

The political intrigues whieh find it expedient to use the Jew as a football 
are difficult t6 fathom for a foreigner who is not initiated in them. We can 
only conjecture that there are parties in Roumania who think that their interest 


would be best served if they keep up constant agitation, render the mass 


turbulent arid accustom it to violence and riots ; and for this purpose they find 
the numerous hatmless and widely-spread Jewish population well fitted. The 
masses can easily be excited against it, and it can be outraged without much 
fear of either inquiry or punishment. ~All these causes and charges are set 
forth with great impartiality in the volume under discussion. Here it 
haturally stops, Its task is done. It, of course, expresses wishes, but 
indtilges in no conjecture for the fature. But there can be no doubt that the 
future, and-this not a very remote one, will be as decisive for the fate of the 
Roumanian Jews as it will be for Roumania lierself. For the moment, 
matters look more hopeful than they did for the last ten years. The War 
has alforded the Jews of Roumania an opportunity for exhibiting their 
patriotism and their profound attachment to their native country. They have 
made great pecuniary sacrifices for the army. They have fitted out ambu- 
lances at their own expence, and have largely subscribed to the war fund. 
Their doctors serve skillfully and zealously in the hospitals, and their young 
men shed willingly their blood on the battle-tield. Several of the Jewish soldiers 
have been decorated, and two of them promoted to the grade of officer. 
Even those papers which never tired in vilifying the Jews, declare themselves 
satisfied with the sacrifices of the Jews. But will the effect be lasting, or 18 
this friendly feeling only simulated for the moment, or is it merely a passing 
fit ? 

We will not, and cannot, undertake the office of a prophet. We must 
have patience. Bui thas much we venture to say, that the transformation 
of Roumania into an independent kingdom would not render the fate 
of the Jews worse than when it was a L’rincipality.. The interference 
of the Western Powers has not benefitted them. There was no ‘union 
among these Powers. Nor was there ever any chance of such union 
while Roumhania was conscious that she might at any time place 
The’ interference ot the Western 


herself under the egis of Russia. 


Powers may have only served to irritate her. She was thereby reminded 
of her dependence, and she accordingly became fretful, made the Jews the 
innocent cause thereof, and feel her ill-humour. - Once freed from this 
dependence, once gratified in her ambition, she may be in a gentler mood. 
Something similar was witnessed in the Ionian’ Islands. While under the 
British Protectorate they fretted and fumed... They longed to be united to 
Greece, and in the feeling of their lelplessness they vented their peevishness 
on the innocent Jews, probabiy only to vex their° Englisu masters, who dis- 
approved of these persecutions. But the moment the wishes of the inhabitants 
were gratified, and these islands annexed to Greece, all persecution of the Jews 
ceased. The lonian Jews are now emancipated, and harmony between them and 
the general population is complete. (oD grant that such be also the case in 
independent Roumania. We will. hope for the best. In the meanwhile, 
however, we must not relax in our efforts. As svon as peace negotiations 
begin, we niust be ready to urge on the Powers concerned the claims of the 
Jews in the Danubian Principalities.

THE SHECHITAH BOARD AND THE BUTCHERS. 


— 


A circular has been issued by the Shechitah Board to the following 
effect: “That all Butchers and Poulterers authorised to sell meat or 
poultry for the use of the Jewish community shall be furnished with 
a certificate or license, which must be renewed annually, and the names 
of the butchers and poulterers so licensed will be published and affixed 
at the synagogues for the information of the Jewish public, and no one 
without such license will be permitted to sell kosher meat or poultry.” This 
regulation is much more stringent than hitherto ; the former practice having 
béen that a license was in force until revoked: now these licenses must be 
renewed annually. A meeting of the Ecclesiastical Court for granting licenses 


under the new regulations was held at the Beth Hamedrash on Tuesday last.’ 


The following is a copy of the “rules and regulations to be observed by 
retail butchers and poulterers in London, authorised to se/l meat and poultry for 
the Jewish community.” The rules have been in force for the last ninetéen 
years :-— 


“1. 3S meat shall not be taken from the Whitechapel Market by retail butchers authorised 
to supply the Jewish community, except during the ) urs that a Wj is in attendance, and which 
shall be regulated to suit the convenience of the retail butchers, 2. No Vws meat without the 
proper seals affixe’ shall be taken away from the market. 3. All poultry supplied to the Jewish 
community shall be killed by a BMW, duly authorised by the Board for ordering the affairs of 
Shechitah. 4. All meat sold must be properly porged. Separate Knives for porging an separate 
blocks for mincing meat, must be always used. 6. The bu‘cher is responsible for the acts of his 
assistants, and therefore it is obligatory on him to examine the meat that is porged by his assistants 
bef re it leaves his premises 6. No hind quarter is allowed to be sold by a retail butcher, unless 
properly porged by a “VW. 7. The meat or poultry must be delivered by the hands of an Israelite, 
otherwise it must be scaled indue form. 8 “WWS fat must be kept separate from that which is 
Pe, and the greatest care taken that no admixture of the two may be made in the process of 
melting, 2. All meat mast be watered within three days after it is slain, and none may be dried, 
salted, or minced, which has hot been previously properly porged, and rendered in all respects W'S. 
10. Jewish retail butchers and poulterers are strictly « rohibited from doing business on the Sabbath 
and Holydays.

Jewish Home.—The seventh annual report of the Jewish Home, Stepney 
Gieen, has just been issued in anticipation of the annual general meeting to be 
held on Sunday, the 13th inst. “ The institution has now been housed for 


upwards of a year in its new premises in Stepney Green, and not only has the. 


number of inmates been greatly increased, but their comfort has so much 
improved that the committee congratulate the friends of the Home on its 
removal from the confined and inconvenient premises in Wentworth Street to its 
present locality. The present number of inmates is 37 (23 males and 14 females), 
being twelve more thati were able to be accommodated in the former building. 
During the past year there have been four deaths in the establishment—two 
men, aged respectively 87 and 76; and two women, aged 85 and 79.” The cost 
of maintenance is about 11s. per week per inmate. The total expenditure for 
the year was £1,085 16s. 7d. The income includes : subscriptions, £512 15s. 
2d.; donations, £458 18s.; subventions from Parochjal Unions, £13 108. Other 
items swell the total to £992 4s. 2d. To meet 2 a expenditure, the Presi- 
dent, Mr. F. D Mocatta, lent the sum of £200, which bas not yet been repaid. 


It is stated that the ordinary subscriptions must be supplemented by a sum of © 


£800 during the pr: sent year.

MANCHESTER Jews’ have received the thirty-ninth annual

in our columns, the Government Inspector made a highly favourable report as 
to the results of his inspection of the school ; the Rev. G. J. Emannel, who 
examined the pupils in Hebrew and religion, speaks generally in complimentary 
terms of the manner in which these studies are pureved in the schools. Biblical 
History is, however, said to be the weakest of all the subjects taught, which is 
a matter of great regret. The necessity of enlarging ‘the Infant’s Department 
is emphatically dwelt apon in.the Report. We are glad to note a great improve- 
ment in the financial position of these excellent schools; donations were received 
last year to a much Jarger amount than in any previous year, thereby’ shoWing 
that the valuable results afforded by the satisfactory progress of this important 
educational institution meet with practical appreciation. It is, however, pointed 
out in the Report that a large amount, in addition to the ordinary income, will 


still be necessary to meet current expences and to defray the cost of putting the 
building into proper repair.

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“CHARACTERISTICS OF THE HAGADAH."® 


This is the title of Canon Farrar’s second article on the Talmud, published in 
the Expositor of last month. It is the continuation and completion of that on the 
Halacab, published a month before in the same periodical, and which we noticed 
at the time. The Canon is evidently much more at home in the Hagadah than 
in the Halacah, and much more disposed to do justice to the latter than the 
former. Ho divides the Hagadah into several classes, and exemplifies each by 
some specimen. 

The first consists in deliberate exaggerations, adopted for the purpose of 
enforcing attention. Among these he ranks the account given of the destruc- 
tion of Bethyr : 


“That four hundred thousand Jews perished in its destruction ; that their bodies 
rendered the soil prolific for seven years ; that it was so vast that in one quarter of it 
the people were dancing and singing without any suspicion that in another quarter 
the citizens were being massacred by the enemy ; that it had four hundred syna- 
gogues, and each synagogue four hundred schools, and each school four hundred 
scholars ; that the horses were up to the bits in blood, which swept away rocks 
weighing forty pounds, and coloured the sea red for four miles, though Bethyr was 
forty miles distant from the sea.” 


These he declares, rightly enough, to have been mere fancies, never intended 
to be taken seriously : 


“They were merely the invention of exiles striving to alleviate the long nights 
of misery and captivity with the tales and legends of that past glory on which in 
their degradation they were incessantly brooding. They simply arose from the same 
revelry of fancy in speaking about its favourite subjects of contemplation as that 
which led to the many amazing myths which have clustered round the careers of 
Abraham and Moses,” 


The second class, the Canon explains, originated in the desiré to throw 
ight on some obscurity. He says: 


“ We are told, for instance, that Og, king of Bashan, was the only person who 
escaped the deluge, and that he did so by wading by the side of Noah's ark. What 
ble reason could there be for the invention of such a fable? We find it at once 
the desire to account for the fact that the Jews accepted Genesis x, as a complete 
genealogical ethnography, and felt called upon to account for the appearance in the 
narrative of Rephaim and other pre-Canaanite nations, who find no place in 
that ancient and remarkable document. The gigantic stature of Og furnished their 
ingenuity with a suggestion of his possible escape from the Flood, and thus provided 
an ancestor for the races of whose existence they could otherwise give no explanation 
from their received system of anthropology.’ 
The third class, we are told, “sprang from the slavish liberalisin of an 
absurd and superstiticus exegesis,” and illustrates’ it by the following story 
about the same Og: 


“ As regards the stone which Og, the king of Bashan, wished to fling on Israel, 
see what is related. ‘ How wide, said Og, * was the extent of the camp of Israel?’ 
‘ Three ‘I will then go and tear up a rock of this size, and fling it over 
their camp, to slay them.’ He weni to tear up the rock, and carried it away \n his 
head. But God supervened, and put some grasshoppers (/) on it, who pierc 
opening in the rock, so that it fell down on the neck of Og. When he wished 
it off, his teeth prolonged themselves on both sides to enormous tusks, and he could 
not lift it away : and that is why it is said (Psa. iii, 8), ‘Thou hast broken the teeth 
of the ungodly.’ This is in accordance with the opinion of Resh Lakish, who thus 

thie verse : ‘ You should not read, Thou hast broken, but, Thou hast made 
to grow ’ (1.¢.. by prolonging them),”’ 

Now in the explanation given by the Canon of the origin of this class of 
Hagadath, we believe he is mistaken. It was never the intention of Resh Lakish 
to say that there was a mistake in the Psalm quoted, and that the verb Maw 

ou didat break) crept in for the na39w (Thou didst cause to grow), for which 

is no analogy in Hebrew. ‘There is no intrinsic connection between this 
Hagadah and its assumed exegetical origin. What gave rise to this and similar 
Hagadoth we do not know. The probability is that Resh Lakish found it current, 
and he only contrived as a kind of witticism customary even to this day among 
Jews, a Scriptural peg for it on which the current story might be hung. Indeed, 
such is the origin of all S9PN DN, which abound in th. Gemara. They were all 
invented to give point to some moral lesson, to impress it upon the memory, to 
vest it with sacredness, by attaching it to some Scripture text, or to render some 
hyperbole acceptable. The fourth class was the expression of national detesta- 
tion for some wicked man or deed. Our author exemplifies it by the well-known 
story of Titus, whose blasphemy was punished by a gnat which found its way 
into his brain and settaced him until he died. The Canon says: 


“In this weird and horrible story who does not see a mere play of fancy, striving 
to illustrate the law of retribution by which God visits the offences of powerful 
malefactors in unsuspected ways and by trivial instruments, while at the same time 
the virulent intensity of Jewish execration consoles its miseries by devising unheard- 
of vengeance on its oppressor? To the world Titus was deliciea humani generis—the 
‘darling of the human race ;’ but to the crushed and excited Jew, who had been 


To swell, slow pacing by the car's vall side, 

The Stoic tyrant’s philosophic pride ; 

To flesh the lion’s ravenous jaw~, or feel 

The sportive fury of the fencer’s steel : 

Or pant, deep-plunged beneath the sulph’rous mine, 
For the soft airs of balmy Palestine, 


he was known only as Titus Harashang—‘ Titus the wicked tyrant,’ ” 


We may here incidentally mention that the epithet pynn (the wicked), was 
not undeservedly given to the man whom ancient historians designated “ delicia 
humani generis." or the Jews, at least, Titus had.very little clemency. 
Josephus was in his } 4 rrmngrct of Titus simply a sycophant. e Temple might 
have been saved had Titus really wi'led it. The destruction of the Temple, 
and with it of the centre of Jewish nationality, was with Titus and his generals 


a foregone determination. This has been pretty conclusively shown by the 
researches of modern Jewish scholars. 


Among the fifth class the Canon reckons the so-called jeux d'esprit, or the 
literal exegesis of expressions, either obviously metaphorical, or capable of two 
interpretations. He illustrates this class by the well-known legend about Abra- 
ham who broke the idols of his father, and thereby inc. sed the idolatrous Nimrod, 
who ordered the iconoclastic son of Terah to be cast into a fiery furnace, where 
he was saved by a miracle. Now, this Hagadah our author considers as a “story 
made up—as Hagadoth constantly are—from fragments of various Scripture 
narratives. It is merely a legend attached to the name of Abraham, but woven 
together out of the Biblical careers of Moses, Gideon, and the Three Children. 
But how did it all arise? Probably from the single word Ur, which means 
‘ fire,’ together with fanciful commentaries on Isaiah xxix. 22, ‘Thus saith the 
Lord who redeemed Abraham ;’ on Genesis xv. 7, ‘I am the Lord thy God who 
saved thee out of Ur of the Chaldees (Urcasdim, ‘ Fire of the Chaldees),’ which 
was believed to apply necessarily to deliverance from some great danger,

The sixth class the Canon considers as of mythological origin, such creations 
being often a mere disease of language found among all nations. Our author 
does not illustrate this class by any Hagadoth of modern origin. But there * 
he rays, “a modern myth so closely resembling this one of Amraphel, that 
may here adduce it. Every one is aware that the heraldic insignia of modern 
Antwerp are a band and a castle, and that the legend of the citv tells how a 
giant Avtigonus built himself a castle at the mouth of the Scheldt, and lived b 
exacting toll from all ships that entered the river. If they refused to pay toll, 
he cut off the hands of their crews. This myth is simply an illiterate attempt 
of popular etymology to account for the name of the city, which they derived 
from ‘ hand’ and ‘ werfen,’ ‘to throw a hand,’ whereas in reality it is derived 
from words which mean ‘ the people’s wharf.’ ” 

We will, however, supply this deficiency by a modern Hagadah, quite 
analogous to the Antwerp legend. The story is this. In the ancient ghetto 
of Prague there exists a street called Goldene Gasse, i.e., Golden Street, to 
which attaches the extraordinary legend of a poor man, a resident in the street, 
‘having been lured under false pretences by evil spirits to their abodes, where he 
rendered one of them some important service, and was rewarded for it by a 
great treasure of gold, which enriched him, and from which the street took its 
name. The fact, however, is that by the Jews this street was anciently chiefly 
inhabited by shoe-makers. Much leather, therefore, was always seen in the 
street, which was consequently called ‘‘ i.e., Leather or Shoemaker 
Street. Now, in process of time the origin of the name was forgotten, especially 
after the street ceased to be inhabited by shoemakers. The Chaldee word was 
taken for German, and was pronounced “ golden,” instead of “ghildaee.” The 
story was then invented to account for the name. 

The seventh class is simply an expansion of the sixth, which the Canon ex-’ 
emplifies by several more ancient Hagadoth. In one of the illustrations, however, 
we cannot agree with the Canon. He quotes a certain passage from Berachoth 
viii. 6, in which two rabbis recommend to have the bed always placed north and 
suuth, and refers to Psalm 14 (not 11 as erroneously stated), where the word 
2}¥, rendered in the Anglican version “ they hid treasure,” is taken by them 
as meaning the north side. Now, let us observe that the latest discoveries in 
the medical science decidedly recommend to have the bed placed north and 
south, where magnetic influences are strongest. The rabbis, as observed by us 
before, were in the habit of finding for their recommendations, of whatever 
nature, some Scriptural point of support, Without seeking thereby to derogate 
from the well-known accepted meaning of the word. Such instances do not 
belong to the hagadoth but to the didactic part of the Talmud. Incidentally, 
we may Observe that 73)5¥ does not mean hidden treasure, but something hidden 
or preserved, which need not necessarily be a treasure. The whole of the 
explanation of the rabbis of this verse is in unison with the lesson which they 
wished to emphasize. 

To the eighth class, says the Canon, belong those very curious fancies 
which “have gathered around some iil-understood technical term,” and 
he exemplifies them by the well-known stories connected with the worm 
shamir, which was popularly supposed to split the stones upon which 
it was laid. Here we venture again to differ from the Canon. We do 
not think that the ancient rabbis believed the stories about the shamir. They 
found a cycle of popular legends grouped around the person of Solomon in 
which the shamir acted a part. They recorded these stories, without, however, 
endorsing them. In mentioning this, we do not mean to deny that at a later 

eriod the stories came to be really believed as facts. The Canon’s ninth class . 


IT. Macc. i., 19-36, in which is narrated the miraculous manner in which the 
sacred fire was kindled on the new altar by Nehemiah, and which the Canon 
conjectures was effected by the sprinkling over the offerings on the altar of 
some inflammable liquid, perhaps naphta. This word, he adds, is probably 
connected in Hebrew with a root which means “to drop.’ Now, there exists no 
such Hebrew term. But the word occurs repeatedly in the Talmud and the 
Targumim, meaning petroleum, and is no doubt of Persian origin, imported by 
the returned exiles together with the oil itself. The tenth and last class are 
composed of moral allegories, of varying degrees of merit and skill, which 
sometimes assume the form of exegesis, as in the followiag comment on Eccles. 
ix. 14: “* There was a little city, and the men therein were few; and there came 
against it a great king, and besieged it, and built great bulwarks against it. 
Now, there was found iu it a poor wise man, and he by his wisdom delivered 
the city.’ The rabbis, giving this an allegoric turn, say that the little city is 
man, and the few men his different qualities. The king who besieges this city 
—man's soul—is the evil impulse (the jetser hararg), which is in perpetual conflict 
with the good impulse (the jefser ha-tobh). The great bulwarks he built around 
it are evil deeds. The poor man who saved it represents good deeds, which 
even the poorest may readily perform.” 7 
Canon Farrar also quotes Hagadoth containing reminiscences of classical 
and Arabic legends. But he has overlooked that there are also Hagadoth in 
which Aryan myths are imbedded, as lately shown by Goldzieher in his Biblical 
Myths. Nor has he adverted to the Hagadoth which are of a mystico-cabbalis- 
tical ur of a metaphysical origin. Indeed, these Hagadoth should be studied in 
connection with the whole cycle of oriental legends, Persian as well as Arabic, 
and perhaps also Hindoo and Buddhistic legends. When the Hagadoth shall 
have been studied in this light, they will present themselves in a new aspect. 
But the scholar who is to perform this task has yet to come ; for to accomplish 
this successfully, he will have to embrace such a vast area of historical, 
linguistical and antiquarian knowledge, as perhaps no living scholar possesses, 
The Canon has further not mentioned any of the rabbivical productions, 
the object of which is to interpret these Hagadoth. Already, Maimonides was 
of opinion that these Hagadoth should not be taken in a literal sense, but as 
conveying a hidden meaning full of wisdom, and he even interd2d to write a work 
dealing with this subject. He did not carry out his design. But in an intro- 
duction which he wrote to the Talmud prefixed to the treatise cf Berachoth, he 
fully discusses the subject, and, by way of illustration, explains a Hagadah in 
accordance with his views, for the reproduction of which, however, we cannot 
find space. We part from the Canon with great satisfaction, pleased to find 
that he has succeeded in treating so lucidly a very abstruse subject, and glad to 


see that the spirit in which he went to work is as friendly as we could have.

TO THE EDITOR OF ‘THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


S1n,—The lotter of your learned correspondent, Mr. I. J. Mauerberger commenting on my tenta 
tive criticism on that most difficult passage in Genesis xxii. will, I am sure, be read with creat 
pleasure by all who feel an interest in Biblical literature. 

I unhesitatingly endorse his grammatical exposition, and I venture at the same time to observe 
that in his case the maxim holds good—Y")Y ND MP ON—as he must have passed over one 
jmportant passage in my letter, the slightest attention to which would have saved him the troubie 
of entering into the fulness of detail on the ordinary construction of the word “SfiXX, for which I 
claimed in loco, an exceptional meaning. 

I anticipated all his objections by clearly stating that before either of my views could be 
adopted the vowelling of the word would have to be modified to suit the suggested reading. In this 
we both agree. Instead of the present reading “ Achar,” I propose to read “Ocher,” thus changing 
the adverb into a participle. With this simple change, all the objections raised by Mr. Mauerberger 
fall away. 

I will now point ont the reasons why I as yet hold fast to my expressed opinton, and why I must 
reject the special application as suggested by M f Mauerberger. , 

The meaning I propose to give to WMN—violent struggling—is no “ apax legomonon.”’ The stem. 
word ‘Wf by itself, and also duplicated, is met with very frequently im the Holy Scriptures in the 
sense indicated by me, notably in the following passages which occur to my mind at the moment—

—and the more I reflect on the subject the more convinced I am that I am travelling in the right 
direction to explain the positive meaning of the term SMNX—I have indeed opened up a new field of 
enquiry into the meaning of the celebrated passage in Chagigah, fo. xiv. b. DUH) 10333 AYIIN.

I do not mean that I am the first to call attention to the fact that this passage refers to meta- 
physical epeculations—this has been done again and again by many writers, and in extenso by Jost. 
Geschichte des Judenthums, and Seiner Sekten Zweite Abtheilung c. ix. Mystik und deren Gegner, 


Archer. The Rabbins tried with all their power to combat the growth of gnosticism and to win — 


over its great advocate, Elischa ben Abua. It is evidently with the deepest sorrow that te Talmud 
records the defection of that powerful thinker, the heresiarch of his age. There is, perhaps, no one 
passage in the Talmud miore pregnant than that which records the earnest-attempts made to recall 

Elischa to the fold of orthodoxy. 

All this has been done— and how well done—by German authors—and what have they not done 

towards enriching our literature. I merely wish to observe that I am,I believe, the first to call 
attention to the exceptional meaning of the term “WIN,—that it implies the daring investigator, 
one who breaks through all the bounds set by iron orthodoxy to check human investigations from 
soaring into the mystic regions of the great AY the illimitable 
past, and theimmeasurable future—an anxious and alarmed orthodoxy which sees in metapahysical 
epecnuiations, a height which few can reach, and in the pursuit of which the keenest intellect is 
dazzled, and at last speculation unseats the reeling brain and incurbed enquiry ends ultimately in 
the desolation of matenalism. 

It is most interesting to note that Ahriman—the Persian Satan—the terrible rival of Ormazd is 
termed Other. See “ Texts of Persepoli's Records of the Past,’’ vol. ix. p. 71. 

“Darius, the king, says: “It may be so. I shall not fearthe ‘ Other’ ’’ (Ahriman), 

It is very curious to see also to what use the term “ON is applied by the Kabbalists. The 
FD ['R—the Endless-One—is composed according to their speculations of ten Sephiroth. 

The Crown, Beauty, Foundation, Kingdom, representing the attributes of Mildness—are toge- 
ther termed the middle-pillar. 

Wisdom, Love, Triumph—representing the principle os “ercy—are together termed—the Righ 
hand—the pillar of mercy. , 

The three attributions—Intelligence, Justice, Splendour, are together—named ITI ATDYy— 
the principle of “ rigour,” and this same principle is continually designated NINN NWO—the 
“Other"’"—the contending, the ever-struggling principle. I believe, this psychological definition 
clearly indicates by cumulative evidence the positive meaning of the term SMX. 

One is tempted to trace the Greek Charon and Achecron—the dread boat-man and the terrible 
last-passage across the melancholy river that leads from the known to the unknown life beyond— 
to the stem-word WfJ—as seen in mn and VIAN, but is afraid of the seductions of the pooh-pooh 
and the bow-wow theory, so scathingly explained by Max Muller. It is remarkable, however, that 


the Greek Eschatology abounds with derivations from the Hebrew. Kerberus—the dog of Pluto—. 


preventing the living from entering or the dead from escaping the regions of the nether world, is 
unquestionably derived from 3) “the grave.” With all this direct and indirect evidence before 
us, 1 am inclined to think that my suggestion —that "WIN in Genesis xii. should be rendered “ Ocher’’ 
“violently struggling,” is well worth the consideration of Biblical students. 

The reasons why I cannot coincide in the view of Mr. Mauerberger that “TIN é should be read 
together—as a “strange” ram—are manifold. Ist. Thetext must also be altered tosuit his reading 
~—the word is “ achar,”’ and Mr. Mauerberger would read “acher.” It is true I also propose to change 
the vowels—but by that I settle the meaning and make it consistent with the tonic-accents, His 
reading is wholly opposed to such punctuation. SD is disjunctive jOP Ft, and so is WNN—even 
Still more so N35 p?. It is a rule laid down by our acutest grammarians and commentators— 
TOR NY MINN ND SY That all definitions opposed to 
the tonic-accents are untrustworthy. Dr. Friedlander in his admirable essays on the writings of 
Ibn Ezra—of which the Society for Promoting the Study of Hebrew Literature may well take 
credit~calls attention to the fact that Ibn Ezra has in a few instances violated this very rule which 
he propounds again and again; but the learned doctor adds: “In all these cases, however, it is 
doubtful whether Ibn Ezra disregarded his own rule, or whether he had other accents in his copy 
of the Bible.”
